SELECTMEN’S REPORT 

A note to the citizens of the Town of Rutland as to what has been going on 
this year in and around Town. 

First, we, the Board of Selectmen, want to thank you for passing the sewer 
bond. The gravity sewer line is complete and working, and it has eliminated 
the pumping station which was costing thousands of dollars each year to 
keep it functioning. It has also opened up the entire area for development as 
long as the Town has allotment available. This project will be completed in 
the spring with the finished grading and seeding. 

Another project we would like to see started is the new Mall. It seems that 
there is a group of people who do not reside in the area but who are saying 
that the area supports wildlife, such as birds, rabbits and squirrels — also a 
wetland — therefore, nothing should be built there. We understand the wild- 
life, as you have these in your own yards, but the wetland issue is question- 
able. The Zamias Group has received their Act 250 permit but the VNRC (Ver- 
mont Natural Resource Commission) is holding up the project. This project 
could bring millions of dollars to the region, as well as employment and would 
be a boost to our tax base. If we lose this one, it could be years before an- 
other project like this comes to the area. 

The Community Center is a busy place where something is going on most 
evenings and the Senior Citizens meet there every Tuesday from around 
11:30 AM to whatever time they choose to leave. They have a nice hot dinner 
brought in, and over dinner, they reminisce about old times and how things 
have changed both in theTown and worldwide. They plan different entertain- 
ments each week. The folks who meet there invite any senior citizen who 
would like to come and enjoy fellowship. If you would like information as to 
what and where, please call Vera Fish at 773-2553. If anyone has artifacts or 
pictures, it would be appreciated if they could be brought to the Center for 
all to see. 

The bypass has been put on the back burner by the State. The study done 
by JHK Associates says that 80% of our traffic problems would be solved if 
internal improvements to Route 4 and Route 7 were made. The Town has re- 
quested the City to go ahead and request the money for this part of the en- 
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gineering. The City if saying ‘no’ to internal improvements and wants the 
State to follow suit and to push ahead for another road around the Town just 
outside the City limits. The Board wants to thank Dave Dickinson and Tom 
Turner and the Bypass Committee for keeping abreast of this project and 
updating the Board so that right decisions might be made in our fight to 
keep this project at a distance. Also, the railroad yard destined for Center 
Rutland has been stalled by the efforts of Committees and the Board to put 
a halt to any more railroad yards in Center Rutland. 

The Town water contract with the City is up in 1992 and according to the 
contract, we were to write a letter to the City to negotiate a new contract. 
This was done several months ago, but to this day, in spite of reminders, the 
City has not honored their part of the contract. It is not as though there is a 
shortage of water. There are thousands of gallons going over the spillway 
and down into the brook every day. The Town has hired an engineer to look 
for water in the southern part of Town, which, if successful, would provide 
water for that part of Town. 

Now to your Landfill. The State has said that the landfill will be closed in 
1992 although according to the original contract with the State, it can be used 
for another seven or eight years. So that we may have our own landfill, the 
Board is working to meet State standards which require a lined landfill, and 
test wells. For your landfill to better serve you requires that you recycle your 
glass, cans, plastic, papers, aluminum et al, thereby putting less material 
into the landfill. You can take your recyclable material to Casella’s in Center 
Rutland at any time, as their containers are always available. We are also in 
the process of having a recycling area at the landfill for your use on days 
when the landfill is open. Your cooperation in this matter will be greatly ap- 
preciated. 

At your request, a Police Commission was set up and we want to commend 
this committee for the good job done in sorting out some problems that the 
Town has been facing in this area. Their report, as submitted, is printed in 
its entirety in this issue so that you may evaluate their study. 

We want to commend the Sheriff’s Department for the good work they 
have done in slowing down traffic in the Town and for making themselves 
known throughout the Town both in patrol and law enforcement. 

I want to take this opportunity to thank my fellow Board members for their 
efforts on the various committees, and for bringing to the Board their thoughts 
and recommendations so that right decisions can be made for the good of 
the Town. Thanks go forward to the Planning Commission for their part in 
watching over the growth of the town; to the Recreation Commission for their 
work in providing your children and the youth of the Town with a place for 
many activities; to our Administrative Assistant who keeps us informed of the 
many and varied activities taking place in Town; to our representative to the 
Regional Commission whose efforts in this regard merit special mention; to 
Dick and the girls who keep the other half of the office in working order, and 
to each and everyone who has had a part in looking after, protecting and op- 
erating Town functions. 

We thank all citizens for coming to the polls to make their wishes known 
to the Board.

RUTLAND TOWN ELEMENTARY SCHOOL REPORT 

This has been a very exciting and busy year for the Rutland Town Elemen- 
tary School Board. A major portion of our time has been spent formulating a 
plan to meet the needs of our school and students. Enrollment has been ris- 
ing for the past several years and space is at a minimum. We are currently 
working towards the Public School Approval mandated closure of the open 
wing. By closing the wing into separate classrooms, we will improve the 
health, safety, welfare and instructional delivery systems for our elementary 
children. 

The Rutland Town High School Study Committee has been working dili- 
gently with representatives from seven area towns. Per your results from the 
survey, the feasibility study is now in process. 

Costs of education are rising tremendously. This Board has worked over- 
time to try to keep costs down. There is a great deal of concern regarding our 
very poor support by the State Aid to Education Formula. Our state funding 
for Special Education was, once again, reduced. Area communities, School 
Boards and Superintendents are working with Legislators and Representa- 
tives to try to correct this deficiency. 

As a result of work beyond the call of duty, the P.T.O. held the dedication 
of the new playground on May 2nd. Our gratitude goes out to all of the many 
people who contributed. The children have enjoyed the equipment immensely. 

Scholarships were awarded to the following seniors for their scholastic 
excellence: Robert Hyjek, Steven Howard, Todd Maxfield, Nic Sinibaldi and 
Jill Warner. 

A Drug and Alcohol Abuse Prevention Education Advisory Council was 
formed comprising of administration, teachers, parents, a law enforcement 
officer, an elected official, clergy, and a community based alcohol abuse pre- 
vention organization to develop a grant for Rutland Town School drug educa- 
tion. Drug Free Schools and Communities Act of 1986 awarded the school a 
grant in the amount of $2,450 for our drug education for the students, teach- 
ers and the community. 

Last year Mrs. Ruth Fish chose not to run again for the School Board. Ruth 
has been missed and we would like to formally thank her for her six years of 
service to Rutland ToWn^euMf? to e fi ) fi ir rh8 J Vacancy was Mr. Stacy Chapman. 
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We welcome Stacy and applaud him for his efforts and expertise which have 
been a benefit to the Board. Teacher Gwenyth Dolce resigned and a new aid 
position was filled by Mrs. Donna Brileya. The teaching staff welcomed Donna 
and two new teachers this year. Miss Kimberly Desso was hired as kinder- 
garten teacher and Mrs. Lyn Ryan was hired as a first grade teacher. 

The teaching faculty, administration and other personnel are dedicated 
employees, directing their efforts to the children of Rutland Town. We would 
like to express our gratitude and appreciation to all the Rutland Town School 
staff. 

Thank you for your support last March. Without this support and interest 
from people in the Town of Rutland, we would not be able to provide our chil- 
dren with the quality of education that is available now. 

Our meetings are held on the first and third Tuesday of the month. We wel- 
come all members of the community to attend our meetings. Your ideas and 
suggestions are always appreciated.

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RUTLAND CENTRAL SUPERVISORY UNION 
ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1988/89 SCHOOL YEAR 

The 1988/89 school year was a renewal of cooperative efforts between the 
school districts that make up the Rutland Central Supervisory Union. Proctor, 
Rutland Town, and West Rutland School Boards work closely with Superin- 
tendent Paul Tracy to improve the services provided by the supervisory union 
central office. Fiscal service was given a high priority. Improved budgeting 
procedures coupled with computerized accounting procedures have provided 
the Boards and communities with better financial data to make educational 
decisions. Katherine Bryant, Business Manager, continues to take a leader- 
ship role in refining the school district accounting procedures. She has also 
been able to establish tele-computer connections with West Rutland and 
Proctor Elementary Schools. When purchase orders are typed at the schools 
they are now recorded on the central office computers at the same time. It 
is expected that Proctor high School and Rutland Town Elementary School 
will have computer linkage with the central office by the end of the 1989/90 
school year. 

Curriculum development has also been a high priority during the 1988/89 
school year for the superintendent’s office. Mathematics, writing, and sci- 
ence curriculum committees, made up of teachers and administrators from 
each school in the supervisory union, worked throughout the 1988/89 school 
year. These committees have been charged with developing a framework of 
basic skills for math, writing, and science. The Math Committee has a draft 
of a K-8 framework which is being implemented during the present school 
year. The writing committee has also developed a K-12 framework which has 
been distributed to all teachers. The science committee has focused its work 
on the development of a process approach to the teaching of science and the 
purchase of a new text series which will serve as a core for our K-8 science 
program. All three school districts purchased the same text series. During 
the 1989/90 school year these committees will continue with the goal of de- 
veloping a meaningful assessment instrument for each of the above curric- 
ulum areas. 

The Boards, superintendent, and school administrators have worked hard 
over the past year to provide each community with meaningful information 
about their local budgets. The support for the 1989/90 school budgets in each 
community was greatly appreciated. The superintendent’s office encourages 
you to call if you have questions about budgets, curriculum, or any other ed- 
ucational issue (775-4342). We can best service the needs of all of the stu- 
dents by the sharing of ideas, talents, and resources which are found in each 
school district. 
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SPECIAL EDUCATION REPORT 

Comprehensive special education services are being provided to 197 stu- 
dents, ages 0-21, in the towns of Proctor, Rutland Town, and West Rutland. 
Services include Essential Early Education, Speech/Language, Resource 
Room and teacher consultation by various specialists including psycholo- 
gists, physical therapists, and a teacher of the hearing impaired. 

To assist in our efforts of integrating learners with challenging needs in 
regular classes we have hired Valerie Gasco-Wiggen as a half-time Integra- 
tion Facilitator. Valerie consults with regular class teachers and assists 
with planning and implementation of students’ programs. Individual aides 
have been hired and building teams have received intensive training in edu- 
cating these students in their home schools. Recent changes in state fund- 
ing rules now allow us to use money which would have been used for costly 
residential or private day-facility placements for development of appropri- 
ate local programs. Two students with intensive educational needs have 
successfully returned to local schools already and several more are able to 
stay in their home schools as a result of this effort. 

Supervisory Unions in the Rutland Region have formed a Regional Col- 
laborative to provide programs and services for learners with special needs 
which were once operated by the State Department of Education. This has 
been a painful, yet productive, process which clearly has resulted in local 
control of resources and development. Parents, teachers, administrators, 
and school board members have all contributed significantly to this process 
and deserve commendation. 

As all of Vermont’s schools look to “restructure” our way of doing things, 
particular focus has been on making education “special” for all students. 
Continued cooperation and collaboration among all shareholders in the ed- 
ucational community will ensure success in the future for all learners.

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RUTLAND TOWN POLICE COMMITTEE 

This committee was appointed by you on March 13, 1989. The committee 
met immediately and regularly, with a total of ten meetings. Your mandate 
was considered as follows: (a) the advisability of hiring a full-time Town po- 
lice officer; (b) evluation of present law enforcement needs, and (c) projected 
police coverage of the Town. 

First, we examined the past enforcement activity. Second, we looked at 
the present activity. Third, we formed our opinions about the future. 

We requested input from the three enforcement agencies that had been, 
presently are, and probably will be, serving the Town of Rutland. We held 2 
meetings specifically for the purpose of the first-hand appearances of the 
three agencies involved. We had another meeting for the specific purpose 
of public input by citizens. 

Many hours were spent formulating a questionnaire regarding the con- 
cerns and needs of the citizens of Rutland Town regarding police coverage 
and action. We mailed the questionnaires to voters of Rutland Town request- 
ing information from them to aid us in our decisions. Of the 2,442 registered 
voters in Rutland Town, there existed a mailing list of 1,300 names and ad- 
dresses at which at least one registered voter resided. The questionnaire 
was sent to every sixth person on this list, for a total of 200 questionnaires. 
Of these 200 questionnaires, 140, (or 70% of them) were returned by the dead- 
line set. We believe that these questionnaires were taken seriously, and that 
we have a vast amount of varied and valuable input. There were some very 
well thought out comments, as well as the statistical data requested. We 
now make these observations and conclusions. 

The constables are in contact with a greater number of persons. These 
contacts do not result in formal, law-enforcement action. 

The Sheriff’s Department has contact with a lesser number of persons. 
Nearly all of these contacts resulted in the issuance of a ticket, almost ex- 
clusively for speeding. 

The State Police function as a response agency. They respond only when 
called to do what is necessary. These responses sometimes result in motor 
vehicle or criminal arrests, and sometimes do not. 

All three agencies serve as a deterrent. Whenever any officer is seen, in 
full uniform, in a marked car, they are a deterrent. This deterrent works in 
two ways. One type of deterrence is to that vast majority of the public that is 
naturally safety-conscious, civic minded, and law abiding. These folks are 
reminded, when they see an officer, of the necessity to obey the law. Their 
minds go to their speedometers, registrations, inspection stickers, observ- 
ance of stop signs, etc., knowing that the laws are made for their own good 
and for the good of their neighbors. 

The second type of deterrence is to the smaller percentage of people who 
see a uniformed officer only as a threat for arrest. They change their behavior 
for just the space of time that they are within sight of a marked unit and of- 
ficer, for the sole purpose of avoiding arrest. In either case, the presence of 
any uniformed officer in a marked car has a beneficial effect on a community. 

Our evaluation of the three agencies is as follows: 

Constables 

The Constables, by statute, handle all dog complaints. They are also often 
called by residents who know them personally, and who have come to expect 
a certain level of enforcement. The constables probably make the most re- 
sponses, and may even travel the most miles. However, the end result of their 
activities has not resulted in formal court action, written reports, or so called 
‘tickets.’ It is possible that a citizen would choose to call a constable in cases 
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where they want something done, but do not want to see any formal court 
action taken. The constables also have the time and, upon request, they will 
make security checks of personal residences, business parking lots and spe- 
cific situations. In doing this, the constables offer services which the state 
police seldom can, and the Sheriff’s perform only to the point of their con- 
tract. 

Sheriff’s Department 

The Sheriff’s department functions well in their enforcement of motor ve- 
hicle laws. The control of motor vehicle operation was a matter of concern 
to a large number of the persons responding to the questionnaire. It would 
appear that the operation of radar has reduced speeding on the so-called 
‘through route’ sections of the Town. It is felt the Sheriff’s Department is well 
equipped and qualified for this purpose. There is a “general enforcement” 
patrol being conducted by the Sheriff’s department. This has been done for 
a very short period of time. We believe the Board of selectmen has a better 
ability to judge the effectiveness and necessity of its operation than does 
this Committee. 

State Police 

The State Police are best equipped to handle long-range, ongoing investi- 
gations of highly technical matters. It is noted that the Rutland State Police 
Station presently is woefully understaffed. They currently are confined to 
strictly responding to requests for services. 

Concerning future needs and resources of the Town in the area of law en- 
forcement, the Committee thinks that what is needed in the future is very 
close to what we have had in the past. We think that the Town is fortunate to 
have three quite separate, and in their own ways unique, agencies, all having 
concurrent jurisdiction, and all being able and willing to serve. To the extent 
that the Town is willing to fund them, we think the Constables should con- 
tinue to handle the animal complaints as the statute dictates, and to furnish 
the personalized deterrent and protective services that we have already de- 
scribed. 

To the extent that the Town is willing to fund them, and the need appears, 
the Rutland County Sheriff’s Department can be utilized to enforce the motor 
vehicle laws in those areas of Town where the need exists. This is primarily 
speed limits. We would like to make a parenthetical comment. As traffic 
speed enforcement becomes more effective, the number of arrests will be 
fewer. The greater the apparent need for the enforcement of speed limits, the 
more arrests will be made when it is first instituted. Therefore, it is a reason- 
able expectation that when the need for enforcement of speed limits becomes 
apparent, there will be a high number of arrest initially that will soon taper 
down. Enforcement of speed limits is a job that will never be “done” — it will 
be something that will need to be continued at different times and places ad 
infinitum. 

The State Police can be depended upon to respond to any crime or situa- 
tion in the Town. They have the advantages of being state-wide, on-going, 
and have connections and arrangements with other police departments and 
states for far-reaching, long lasting investigations. All three agencies should 
work with one another, each one contributing that which they do best. This 
combination has served the Town well, and should continue to do so in the 
future. 

The Committee does not feel that a full time one-person police department 
is feasible, even under the best of conditions. This concept has been tried in 
other towns, and it has not been a good solution. 

In general, two situations usually develop. In one, the person hired becomes 
burned out in a veryF&HISV'tctiiPfaG 8tetJfflte.1?fi§re is then a great deal of contro- 
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versy, and the police department dies early on the vine. In the second situa- 
tion, the officer is willing and able to put in 18 to 20 hours a day, go to the po- 
litical agencies necessary to get additional funding, and immediately finds 
that there is a need for a second officer — so that one officer can work days, 
and one officer can work nights. The next need very quickly becomes appar- 
ent, when it is realized that they cannot maintain 24 hour coverage. The force 
then becomes a five officer force because it takes five officers to keep one 
officer on the road 24 hours a day, 365 days of the year. 

In order to maintain these five officers, there are clerical and dispatching 
needs. There are communication and personnel services that are necessary 
for safety purposes, as well as efficiency. There are insurance needs. There 
is a matter of housing for the operational department and equipment, vehi- 
cles, radar, firearms, photography, etc., that are all needed to make a viable 
department. 

One could take an alternate stand of “why not just hire one officer to do 
what they can, and let other agencies pick up what is left over.” This becomes 
a chaotic situation. Law enforcement would not be efficiently performed, 
and the stage would be set for hard-feelings and civil liabilities in the wake 
of poor response and handling of calls for service. The primary reason for 
this is the unpredicability of the public’s call for law enforcement services. 
Calls for service are difficult to predict as to the type of situations, and when 
and where they would occur. When a police officer is needed, the citizens 
need to know where to call. If there is a central number, and the call for serv- 
ice is received, then who is to respond? It takes a very complex, ever-changing 
schedule to find out which agency has the responsibility at that particular 
time and that particular place. Upon arriving at the scene, the officer respond- 
ing might find that he needs the expertise, equipment or added manpower 
of another, which re-opens the controversy of who should have responded 
in the first place. 

One police officer, working alone, at the hours and places in which officers 
are called to work, is neither a safe nor an efficient proposition. 
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For these reasons, as well as the prohibitive cost of creating a whole new 
department, we do not recommend a one-man police force. The exception to 
that is the “resident state trooper” proposal. It is our understanding that that 
is not now an option, but it is our suggestion that you follow it as a possibil- 
ity, support it, and if it becomes an option, investigate it. This proposal would 
bring a law-enforcement presence and activity that would serve the Town of 
Rutland well, and which would fit well with the existing agencies. 


As we processed the information received, insight was gained and there 
are some personal opinions and concrete recommendations that individual 
members are willing to share with the Board of Selectmen. 

If the Board requests, the Police Committee will appear before it as a body 
and meet in executive session. 


The Board of Selectmen might want to consider the appointment of an 
Enforcement Needs Commission, not to exceed 5 persons. This commission 
would be composed of voters in Rutland Town who hold no other elected or 
appointed office. The Commission should be appointed by the Selectmen 
for staggered terms of 2 years. The commission would report directly to the 
Selectmen, and should be advisory only. It is envisioned that meetings would 
be infrequent, and would focus primarily on general overview of the Town’s 
enforcement needs and the effectiveness of the agencies who are employed 
to meet those needs. 

The Committee feels that it has fulfilled its mandate, and recommends 
that it be dissolved.

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LEGISLATIVE REPORT 

RUTLAND TOWN REPRESENTATIVE MERRITT L. THOMAS 


January 3rd marked the first day of the 1990 adjourned session of the Leg- 
islature. It also heralded the end of abundant revenues to operate the gov- 
ernment. 

With falling income to the State, the Legislature is trying to take a hard 
look at the outgo and many citizens will doubtless be unhappy with the re- 
sults. 

As always, a State property tax is being put forward. Vermonters paid a 
total of $477,099,934 in 1989 property taxes, an increase of 13.8% over 1988. 
The property tax has historically been the method to local governments to 
finance their towns and I hope it will stay that way. 

A valiant attempt is being made to bring relief to our solid waste crises. 
The House Natural Resources Committee is presently taking testimony on 
H-778, a bill which would allow sharing of capacity at existing unlined land- 
fills. As you can imagine, writing a bill that will satisfy details as they affect 
towns all over the State will be difficult. 

Act 200 is under considerable pressure and at present it seems that the 
ability of a regional board to turn down a local plan will be changed. H-786 
would make several changes to Act 200. However, towns in the State should 
have some plan or, as Paul Hannon, Commissioner of Forests & Parks has 
said, “the developers will do it for them.” 

Considering the number of bills that come before the legislature, it is im- 
perative to have them assigned to different committees. There are twelve 
committees in the Senate and fifteen in the House. A Senator serves on 
three committees and a House member is assigned to one committee. After 
a bill is passed by one chamber, it must be passed in the same form by the 
other chamber. If not, a committee of conference is named — 3 from the 
Senate and 3 from the House — to work out the differences. Both chambers 
must pass the resulting bill before it can become law.

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RUTLAND FREE LIBRARY 

TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN AND THE RESIDENTS OF THE TOWN: 

A profound sense of growth in the partnership between the library and the 
community has marked nearly every aspect of the accomplishments and 
benchmarks achieved this year. 

In November voters overwhelmingly passed a $950,000 bond issue for build- 
ing improvements including an elevator, expansion of existing stack and 
study areas plus the children’s room and upgraded mechanical improvements. 
A local firm, Nimtz, Berryhill and Figiel, was retained to plan the work, which 
started September 19, 1989, immediately following the removal of asbestos. 

Desiring to keep the library accessible throughout construction, the board 
decided to move the library to temporary quarters in the Rutland Shopping 
Plaza. Help from the community quickly followed and rent-free space was 
obtained within weeks. 

Town voters responded to building program support from city voters by in- 
creasing the margin of their annual support. Further, the Abatiell family has 
made a gift of new carpeting for the Fox Room, with installation to take 
place once renovations are complete in 1990. 

Services, while already extensive, were significantly expanded through 
successful grant writing, community benefactors and determined staff 
planning. We also added 42 more hours to the summer schedule. In the area 
of literacy, the library received a federal grant for a program which utilized 
writing workshops for adult new readers. We also sponsored our second se- 
ries of reading discussion programs for adult new readers. Other special pro- 
grams included the identification and use of library resources for both home 
schooling parents and junior/senior high teachers. The library was also 
awarded funds through the Windham Foundation for a community-wide 
Read-a-thon. A gift of $3000 from a foundation provided us with award- 
winning PBS videotapes. Additional cultural and educational programs in- 
cluded reading/discussion groups, concerts, lectures, story hours and spe- 
cial science workshops for kids. The library also received a grant for work 
with parents on the formation of playgroups. 

Community partnership was in evidence in the area of new services as 
well as building support with the acceptance of two major gifts. The Rutland 
Herald provided the funds for a microform reader-printer and the Lion’s Club 
raised money for a specialized machine which helps readers with severe 
sight problems. 

The circulation of books, tapes, magazines, films and records rose 6%, 
up from last year’s 4% increase. Since 1980 use has increased 24%, with 
10% of that coming in the last two years. Registrations remain uniformly 
high and stable. The library also answered more than 19,000 reference ques- 
tions in the year. 

Staffing to meet the demands and needs of a highly active community is 
a challenge. The library circulated only 1725 fewer books than the highest 
circulation in Vermont but did it with 8Vz fewer people. Again a partnership 
pattern has emerged as the volunteer program finished its second year with 
over 1200 hours logged at a market value of nearly $8500. 

And last, a partnership with the community has been sustained and nur- 
tured through the efforts of the Friends of the Rutland Free Library who cel- 
ebrated their first anniversary this year. Their labor and ideas helped us to 
reach voters last November and to make our goals clear. In addition, they 
raised $3000 for the purchase of a computer for the reference desk. 
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The library, an independent organization, receives tax support from Rut- 
land City and Rutland Town. Residents of these communities have free ac- 
cess to the services, collections, programs and materials maintained to meet 
their business, school and personal needs. A good partnership is one in 
which growth and mutual respect are present and nurtured. The year ends 
with this good news: both are present and in abundance.

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RUTLAND REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION REPORT 

During the past year, the Town of Rutland has been very involved with the 
Rutland Regional Planning Commission (RRPC). Several issues of impor- 
tance to town residents have been considered by the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the RRPC. Most notable among these issues were: 1) the proposed 
“Northern Route Bypass,” 2) the "disapproval” of the Rutland Town Plan 
and 3) regional involvement in the future of the Rutland Town Landfill. 

1. Resolution of the Bypass Question — After several years of preparation, 
the JHK Bypass Study Final Draft was released during 1989. The report 
clearly indicated that the major share of traffic improvement for the Rutland 
Region would result from improvements to the existing U.S. routes 4 and 7 
and that a bypass, if ever built, would be in the long range future and would 
result in only a small incremental traffic improvement. The consultant con- 
cluded that the so-called internal improvements (improvements to the exist- 
ing roadways) would bring forth an 80% resolution of the traffic problem at 
an estimated cost of 40 million dollars while a bypass would solve only 20% 
of the traffic problem and would cost another estimated 40 million dollars. 

In a dramatic announcement on December 1, 1989, Vermont Agency of 
Transportation Secretary, Paul Philbrook, stated that funding for improve- 
ments to existing U.S. routes 4 and 7, to begin in July 1990, would be in- 
cluded in the Agency’s 3 and 7 year highway construction plan which has 
been submitted to legislature. Regarding the bypass, Secretary Philbrook 
stated, ‘‘It is not my intent to include preliminary engineering funding for 
the bypass in the three year Transportation Construction Program. ...” 

The Secretary's decision was a major victory for the majority of Rutland 
Town residents who have opposed the “Northern Route” bypass. It appears 
that all of the letter-writing, attendance at meetings, appearances at hearings 
in Rutland and in Montpelier, and participation in citizen bypass committees, 
by so many individual town residents (along with some Rutland City partici- 
pants) has been effective in convincing the consultant and the Vermont 
Agency of Transportation that construction of another bypass should not be 
considered until the existing major highways are significantly improved. The 
Rutland Town Board of Selectmen certainly deserve our gratitude for stand- 
ing united in opposition, with the townspeople, to another bypass in Rutland 
Town. Mention should also be made of the remarkable achievements of At- 
torney Jonathan Brownnell, in behalf of the Town, in facilitating the Consult- 
ant’s and Agency’s decision. Mr. Brownnell was instrumental in persuading 
the consultant to prioritize the identified improvements and to recommend 
a schedule for their implementation. Further, he proposed a decision to the 
Agency which, in general, was reflected in Secretary Philbrook’s announce- 
ment. 

Unfortunately, the City of Rutland, the Rutland Region Chamber of Com- 
merce and the RRPC have not accepted Secretary Philbrook’s decision. All 
three bodies have indicated their intention to lobby in Montpelier for the in- 
clusion of funding for a bypass in the Agency’s construction program. The 
legislature will render the final decision by the end of the current session. 
Our town officials will work diligently to support Secretary Philbrook’s deci- 
sion in testimony before legislative committees. We are optimistic that his 
decision will be sustained and that funding for a bypass will not be included 
in the Agency’s construction program. 

It should also be noted that City of Rutland officials have indicated that 
the City of Rutland will not apply for the available funding for improvements 
to U.S. 4 and 7 unlessr^^^i^a^Ojgyri^rTjiga^ to a bypass. Since the City 
has jurisdiction over ILS. 4 and 7t within the City limits, no internal improve- 
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merits can occur until the City formally applies to the Vermont Agency of 
Transportation for funding. 95% of the entire project cost would be from 
Federal funds. It appears, therefore, that regional transportation improve- 
ments will not occur until the City is agreeable to allowing improvements to 
the existing highways even if a bypass is not included in the Agency’s con- 
struction program. 

2. Disapproval of the Rutland Town Plan — Rutland Town was the first 
town in the State to submit its town plan to a regional commission for “ap- 
proval” under Act 200, the recently enacted land use and development law. 
Act 200 requires that in order to be given effect in state regulatory proceed- 
ings, such as Act 250, town plans must be “approved” by the regional com- 
mission. Before approving a plan, a regional commission is charged to find 
that the plan is “consistent” with the 32 planning goals of Act 200 and “com- 
patible” with the approved plans of other towns within the region and with 
the regional plan. The Rutland Town Plan was “disapproved” by a 17 to 1 
vote when considered by the Board of Commissioners of the Rutland Re- 
gional Planning Commission. The RRPC based its rejection of our town plan 
upon a report that was prepared by a staff person at the regional commis- 
sion. In a nutshell, the report stated that although the majority of the Act 200 
planning goals had been addressed by the Rutland Town Plan, there had not 
been a substantial amount of progress toward their achievement and in 
some cases the plan did not address the goals in sufficient detail. A com- 
mittee composed of members of the town planning commission and board 
of selectmen had submitted extensive documentation to the regional com- 
mission in support of the town’s contention that the Rutland Town Plan was, 
indeed, consistent with the Act 200 goals. It should be noted that some 
members of the RRPC voted to reject the Rutland Town Plan solely upon the 
basis of the staff report, without having read either the Rutland Town Plan, 
itself, or any of the supporting documentation. Other members of the RRPC 
voted against the plan because they did not agree with certain of the poli- 
cies contained within the document, such as the policy statement of oppo- 
sition to construction of the “Northern Route” bypass. In fact, the staff re- 
port stated that decisions which concerned “regional” issues such as the 
bypass should be rendered at the regional level and that it was not “appro- 
priate” for our town plan to make a statement about such a “regional” issue. 

Town residents should not become overly discouraged by the “disapproval” 
of our town plan. Rutland Town has until 1994 to achieve an “approved” plan; 
the board of selectmen very wisely adopted our current town plan shortly be- 
fore Act 200 became effective, thereby extending its effectiveness for the 
longest possible time. The current town plan will remain in full effect until 
1994 or until the board of selectmen adopt a revised plan which has been 
“approved” by the RRPC. 

It is important to understand that the town plan was submitted at an early 
date to the RRPC in order to “flush out” the process of approval and the po- 
sition of the RRPC on our plan. It was felt that an early submission would al- 
low the town the maximum amount of time to negotiate back and forth with 
the RRPC and to obtain the most satisfactory result for the town. In view of 
the fact that a revision of the plan could consume a year or longer, it ap- 
peared to be imprudent to “wait until the last minute.” Furthermore, as the 
plans of other towns are approved, our task will become more difficult since 
we must prove that our plan is “compatible” with any other approved plan 
in the region. 

Rutland Town did appeal the decision of “disapproval" by the RRPC to 
the state appeal body, known as the Review Panel of the Council of Regional 
Commissions, on two issues (the bypass question and the agricultural lands 
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policy). The Review Panel deferred hearing the case on those two issues un- 
til such time as the town and the RRPC resolve other outstanding issues re- 
lating to the plan which seemed to be easily settled. The Panel established 
a timetable for the submission of a progress report on the status of negotia- 
tion between the town and the RRPC. The Panel also ordered that the town 
and the RRPC should negotiate and agree upon the actual language of a re- 
vised plan which would be approved by the RRPC. To that end, the town has 
established a “town plan negotiating committee” which will meet with a 
similar committee formed by the RRPC until such time as all “resolvable” 
issues have been negotiated. At that point, the town will be able to renew its 
request for review by the Panel on any remaining “intractable” issues where 
mutual agreement between the town and the RRPC does not seem to be at- 
tainable. Clearly, the appeal procedure has produced a process which will 
facilitate the eventual approval of our town plan by the RRPC. 

The entire procedure for approval of town plans by regional commissions 
under Act 200 has become quite controversial throughout the entire state. 
At the present time, there are bills pending in legislature which would re- 
move the veto authority regional commissions have over town plans. The 
Rutland Town Board of Selectmen have voted to support these bills upon 
the belief that a town plan is, in reality, a town’s vision of the future and 
should not be compelled to become a clone of the regional plan, which is 
the “region’s” vision of the future. 

3. Rutland Town Landfill — An issue which will receive consdiderable at- 
tention in the coming year is the future of the Rutland Town Landfill. Under 
Act 78, the new state solid waste legislation, the existing landfill must be 
closed by 1992. The town is presently considering establishing a new lined 
landfill adjacent to the existing landfill site. The Board of Selectmen have 
participated with the RRPC in the development of a study which will produce 
an estimate of costs and recommendations for closure of the existing site 
and an examination of the feasibility of constructing a new lined facility on 
the same property. 

Act 78 requires that any future plans for the landfill must be incorporated 
in the solid waste section of the regional plan and that a siting process as 
outlined under the Act be employed prior to application for a permit. The 
town and the RRPC’s solid waste planner will be coordinating their efforts 
with the Agency of Natural Resources Solid Waste Division in the event that 
an expansion of the landfill appears to be feasible and cost-effective. 


Any interested town residents are strongly encouraged to become involved 
in the discussion of these and other town and regional issues. All meetings 
of the Rutland Regional Planning Commission are open to the public and 
there is a portion of each agenda allocated to comments from the public. 
Recent changes in state statutes have bestowed considerably more regula- 
tory authority upon regional commissions; there has been a transfer of au- 
thority from the local level to the regional level. In light of that fact, it is im- 
perative that individual citizens become involved and voice their opinions.

TOWN OF RUTLAND 
PLANNING COMMISSION 

The Town of Rutland Planning Commission ended 1989 with the dubious 
distinction of being the first municipality in the State of Vermont to have its 
Town Plan rejected, under the state's new growth management legislation, 
ACT 200. 

Make no mistake, ACT 200 gave the Rutland Regional Planning Commis- 
sion the authority to reject the Town Plan document, which was prepared by 
your planning commission. This action by the Regional Commission, which 
is composed of all the towns in the county, means we have lost control over 
our density. 

From now on, we can plan, and we can propose land use policies that we 
believe the townspeople desire, but we must have the blessing of the Re- 
gional Commission before our planning and desires for the future can be- 
come local legislation. 

In response to the rejection of our Town Plan (by a 17-1 vote) we appealed 
the decision to the Council of Regional Commissioners only to have our re- 
quest for an appeal hearing deferrd by the Council. 

As of the writing of this report the planning commission is considering 
hiring a professional planning consultant to assist the commission in re- 
writing the Town Plan. We estimate this cost not to exceed $25,000. ACT 200 
means we will spend a lot of money to prepare the information which ACT 
200 says we must address. 

We estimate it may take up to one year to prepare a Town Plan which 
would be acceptable to the Regional Commission. 

It is anticipated the commission will spend significant time in 1990 devel- 
oping a transportation plan, an education plan, a facilities and utilities plan, 
as well as a housing component. 
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I would like to personally thank my fellow commissioners: Israel Mac, David 
Dickinson, J. Barry Burke, Richard Hoenes Sr., Anthony Belock, Christopher 
Oakman, George Livak and William Matteson for their time and assistance 
in 1989. 

I encourage any town resident who is interested in town development 
issues to attend our regular first and third Thursday meetings.

1. REPRESENTATIVE PAYEE — Budgeting and paying bills. 

2. INCOME TAX — Accounting of taxes and refunds. 

3. EDUCATIONAL PROGRAMS 

A. Residence and moving — to find apartments and placements in 
community care homes. 

B. Food — take shopping and educate on nutrition. 

C. Clothes — Take shopping for proper clothes and sizes. 

D. Daily living needs — to teach and assist in goal for independent liv- 
ing. 

4. GUARDIANSHIP — Guardian for many elderly in nursing homes and 

community care homes. Totally responsible for medical, financial 
and living needs. 

5. GUARDIAN AD LITEM — A person who investigates the situation and 

represents that person in court to see that their needs are met. 

6. CRISIS HELP — Assisting in times of trouble. 

7. RECREATION — Arranging monthly dances, dinners, Christmas parties 

and bowling. 

8. ADVOCACY — COUNSELING — Providing instructional help and find- 

ing volunteers to help meet their needs.

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THE VERMONT CENTER FOR INDEPENDENT LIVING 
ANNUAL REPORT TO TOWNS 

One of every eight Vermonters has some type of disability. The Vermont 
Center for Independent Living (VCIL) is a grassroots organization that was 
founded in 1979 and is now incorporated as a private not-for-profit 501(c)3 
organization with a voluntary Board of Directors. The ambitious state-wide 
mission of VCIL is to assist Vermonters with disabilities to develop the re- 
sources necessary to achieve self determined and independent lifestyles. 

VCIL operates six programs. The Information and Referral Program is Ver- 
mont’s most comprehensive centralized source of information on virtually 
any disability related topic and includes a computerized database of adap- 
tive equipment. Trained information specialists research and respond to in- 
quiries usually the same day. Books, videotapes and audio tapes are mailed 
to borrowers throughout the state. Information specialists also conduct in- 
take interviews that result in referrals to other VCIL programs or to other 
agencies and organizations as may be appropriate to serve the needs of the 
person requesting assistance on a disability issue. 

The Home Modification Program provides information and referral serv- 
ices and technical assistance relating to housing and accessibility design. 
Housing brokerage services match individuals who have disabilities with 
appropriate available housing. Home Modification staff members also ad- 
minister a program that provides up to $2,000 to low income elderly or dis- 
abled Vermonters for the purchase of materials for accessibility modifica- 
tions to their homes. Assistance with modification designs, leverage of ad- 
ditional funding, organization of volunteer labor and coordination and moni- 
toring of the construction process are also provided. 

The Peer Counseling Program provides support on a one-to-one basis to 
assist individuals with disabilities to achieve self help objectives and learn 
independent living skills. The Deaf Independence Program employs deaf 
counselors to help deaf peers achieve the same goals. Services for these two 
programs include advocacy assistance, counseling and support, informa- 
tion and referral and skills training. Funds are also available through VCIL’s 
Purchased Services and Goods Program to assist qualified individuals in 
obtaining attendant care or purchasing adaptive equipment and to enable 
peers to make transportation and housing accessibility modifications. 

The Community Advocacy Program identifies accessibility, work, housing 
and legislative issues of interest to Vermonters with disabilities. These is- 
sues are then brought to the attention of community action groups or ap- 
proached directly by members of the VCIL staff. 

In FY ’89, staff members of the Information and Refferal and Home Modi- 
fication Programs responded to 1,687 requests for information and/or assis- 
tance statewide. Fifty-seven individuals were assisted technically and fi- 
nancially with accessibility modifications to their homes through the Home 
Modification Program. Counselors in the Peer Counseling and Deaf Inde- 
pendence Programs provided 3,551 hours of service to 360 peers with disa- 
bilities. Staff of the Community Advocacy Program made 1,263 advocacy 
contacts in FY ’89. Community Advocacy efforts were instrumental in mak- 
ing some significant statewide legislative changes affecting Vermonters 
with disabilities this year. 

In FY ’89, 126 requests for information or assistance were received by 
staff members of the Information and Referral and Home Modification Pro- 
grams from individuals in Rutland County. Five individuals were assisted 
technically and financially with accessibility modifications to their homes 
through the Home Modification Program. Thirty-three individuals received 
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503 hours of service from the Peer Counseling and Deaf Independence Pro- 
grams in FY ’89. The Community Advocacy Program made 57 advocacy con- 
tacts in Rutland County. 

Currently, there are waiting lists for many of VCIL’s programs. Town allo- 
cations are an important component of VCIL’s budget. Individual, town and 
county support is of vital importance if VCIL is to serve those Vermonters 
with disabilities who need, but are not currently receiving, assistance. VCIL 
hopes to establish satellite centers in other sections of Vermont in the near 
future. Your vote in support of VCIL brings that organization closer to that 
goal.

Senior Meals 

Site: Cheney Hill Community Center 

Schedule: Tuesdays at 12 PM 

1451 congregate meals were served to 65 elders residing in your 
community. 

1290 meals were delivered to the home of 13 elders who were home- 
bound and unable to come to the mealsite. This service is sometimes 
called “Meals on Wheels”. 

Senior Advocate Assistance 

32 older persons received assistance through this important program. Ad- 
vocate staff helped elders fill out application forms and worked to resolve 
any problems related to receipt of benefit programs or other assistance. 
Guidance was also provided to persons having questions or problems re- 
lated to health insurance claims or medical service payments. Advocates 
also helped elders file Vermont tax rebate claims and provided assistance 
with fuel program application. 

Other Services 

The following list outlines some of the other services we made available 
to elders in your area either directly or through contract: 

• Long Term Care Ombudsman: This individual was available to provide 
assistance to residents of nursing and residential care homes in our re- 
gion. She helped elders or, if appropriate, family members to sort out 
information concerning financial assistance and other concerns re- 
lated to long term care. 

• Information and Referral: Our agency maintained an up-to-date listing 
of programs and services available to elders. Older persons were able 
to get this information by either calling our l&R line or by visiting our 
agency. 

• Legal Service Attorney for the Elderly: Funding was provided by our 
agency to help pay for the services of an attorney whose role was to 
focus on legal issues of concern to older persons. This attorney worked 
out of the Vermont Legal Aid Office in Rutland. 

• Essential Transportation: Through agency arrangement, a limited 
number of elders were provided with transportation to get to medical 
appointments or to do essential shopping. Volunteer drivers received 
reimbursement from our agency for mileage costs incurred in provid- 
ing this transportation assistance. 
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BENNINGTON-RUTLAND OPPORTUNITY COUNCIL, INC. 

For 24 years, the Bennington Rutland Opportunity Council has been serv- 
ing the needy of your community by providing a wide variety of services de- 
signed to help people help themselves. Direct assistance, counseling and 
community involvement are a few means employed by BROC to assist low 
income residents of Rutland Town in achieving their personal goals and in- 
creasd self sufficiency. 

The Bennington Rutland Opportunity Council is continuing to fight poverty 
in your community through programs offering information and referral, ad- 
vocacy and family support and more specific services such as emergency 
food and USDA Commodity distribution, Weatherization, energy related 
home repair, and financial assistance. Many of the above are viewed with 
special emphasis on housing issues.

1989 ANNUAL REPORT 

To the Citizens of the Town of Rutland: 

Marble Valley Regional Transit District, generally known as the “The Bus” 
is approaching their 13th year in operation. Marble Valley is the largest non- 
urban Public Transit System in the State of Vermont. It provides transporta- 
tion to the general public in Rutland County, as well as to several Social and 
Human Service agencies. Marble Valley increases self-sufficiency for the 
elderly, infirmed, handicapped and is vital for those who need transporta- 
tion. Marble Valley has become a valued asset to the communities it serves. 
System ridership has increased noticeably over last year's 120,000 (49,000 
rides furnished to special needs people alone). Approximately 305,000 ve- 
hicle miles accumulated annually on the fleet of some 21 general transit 
busses, 30% of which are equipped for the handicapped. 

In the past year Marble Valley has enjoyed enormous growth and effi- 
ciently. The headquarters are located at 158 Spruce Street and have been 
totally renovated to include the following: new offices, dispatch area, paved 
parking lot, computerized bookkeeping and dispatch, in-house fuel capabil- 
ities, expanded vehicle maintenance department, fencing, security system 
and a new 48’ by 100’ vehicle storage building. Capital replacement and ex- 
pansion of the fleet has included the purchase of a new 28 passenger for- 
ward control handicap accessible general transit bus, and on order are 5 
handicapped accessible mini-buses for delivery this spring. 

□ Financing these major investments has been accomplished through 
the generation of grants obtained from the State and the Federal 
Government leaving community participation at less than 20% of ac- 
tual cost. Through efficient management and a trained professional 
staff (23 full time employees/44 volunteers) Marble Valley has actually 
reduced costs to the taxpayer by some 13% in the last fiscal year! We 
have also offered “Free in city rides on the first day of each month. 

Marble Valley is actively working with area regional planners, developers, 
and legislative members to coordinate transportation needs in Rutland 
County as well as throughout the state. In times of uncertain and expensive 
energy supplies Public Transit is becoming increasingly valuable. The value 
of Public Transit to the environment, traffic congestion, and high costs of 
road construction is unmeasurable. 

Marble Valley’s free transportation service to the Medicaid/Reach-up eli- 
gible has increased from just under 180 rides per month to a present high of 
over 2100 rides per month. This increase has made Marble Valley the 2nd 
largest Medicaid transportation provider in the State of Vermont. 

Once again we thank the taxpayers and elected officials of our munici- 
palities for their financial and moral support so that the “Bus” can continue 
to move forward in providing vital public transportation service to the area. 
As our community grows, so does the transportation needs of the commu- 
nity.
